Applicant has added new claims but has failed to indicate upon which species, 

embodiment 1 as shown in Fig. IB, or embodiment 2 as shown in Fig. 2. See restriction 

requirement of 24 April 2004 which states in pertinent part, 

"Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an 
identification of the species that is elected consonant with this 
requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including 
any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable 
or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election." (Emphasis added.) 

See instant Specification p. 4 for verification that Applicant's acknowledge that different 
species exist in the instant specification.
